Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest the method of reducing nitrogen oxides including adding 
generated ozone-containing plasma to an exhaust stream, separately adding ethanol to the same 
exhaust stream and contacting the exhaust stream with a dual bed catalyst of NaY zeolite and/or 
BaY zeolite in a first be and CuY zeolite in a second bed. Though the prior art may separately 
teach adding plasma, adding ethanol, and contact with a catalyst, the prior art does not teach all 
these steps with the specific catalyst claimed.
